Be General Evangelos Kalabalikis, in March 1947, first revealed the establish 
ment of the organization. Members are being selected from among the sound 
(1.6. "non-Commnist"’) elements of former ELAS officers, Im this selection 
process, General Kalabalikis is making use of the advice and judgment of 
former leaders of the resistance forces during the occupation of Greece. 
The following constitutes a breakdown of former ELAS officers who have 
Joined the Kalabalikis organization:

Be lack of finencial resources has been the main reason why this organization 
hes been limited to recruitment of members among the officers and leading 
personslities.

4, Up to tha present time, the organization has been brought before public 
ettention by. speeches made by General Kalabalikis in Athens, Makronisos 
and Salonika, as well as speeches made by other officers in Salonika and 
in Macedonia.

. agvee with the KKE announcements made in Strasbourg, the 4 duly 1947 
issue of Bizognpastis, in an attack on the General, stated that he did 
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not really heve the authority te publish any statements in the sexe of 
the politically unorganized fighters. According te source, whille 
Bizospestia was correct in this accusation, the newspaper controversy 
to which the editorial geve rise resulted in other officers following 
the General's example. Subsequently, in view of the confidence which 
the Creek Government exhibited toward General Kalabalikis, even more
